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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Wentworth 
School District: 


I hereby submit my second annual report as Super- 
intendent of the schools of the district. 


Instruction 


The teaching staff of the district is the same this 
year with the exception that Martha Nichols resigned 
at Atwell Hill and Dorothy E. Keuhn, a Normal School 
graduate was appointed to this position. 


The modern educational philosophy held almost 
universally by the leading experts and educators of the 
country is that “The Child can learn only by his own 
activity.” This principle of self-activity is generally 
accepted throughout the public schools of the country. 
This theory is being discussed in group meetings of 
teachers and is the educational philosophy of the su- 
pervision of the district. Children should be happily 
engaged in carefully selected learning exercises toward 
definite objectives and I believe that this is the case 
throughout your schools. A series of standard tests 
given each year shows a considerable number of in- 
stances of real scholarship and other cases of remark- 
able improvement due to reshifting of emphasis on 
subject matter and the opportunity of children to see 
clearly for themselves just how they stand education- 
ally in relation to the norms of the country at large. 
It is the policy of the present supervision to always 
show pupils by figures and graphs the results of their 
standard achievement tests. There is no doubt in the 
mind of the Superintendent that this arouses interest 
and motivates many pupils. 
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Health 


An examination of health reports still leads one to: 
the conclusion that a number of parents are indifferent 
to the physical condition of their children. As stated 
in my report of a year ago it is unjust to child, school 
and teacher to send a child to school with physical. 
handicaps that can be remedied. It is a pertinent ques-. 
tion as to just how far such children should wisely be 
forced to do the work of physically fit children. 


Attendance 


The attendance improved slightly last year and was: 
approximately that of the state. Attendance at the 
Grammar and Foster school was exceptionally good. 
It is very apparent that the people of the district plan. 
to send their children regularly to school and avail. 
themselves fully of school opportunity. 


Conclusion 


It is especially pleasing to recognize the commu-: 
nity interest in the Foster school. A successful Hal- 
lowe’en party was held and the proceeds used for hot. 
lunches during the winter. There were other splendid 
parties at the school during the year. 


The district is in my opinion approaching the time 
when a careful survey should be made with regards to 
consolidation. The village grammar room has entirely 
too many children for ventilation and comfort. The 
rear seats are so near the windows that any attempt 
to cool and freshen the air brings a draught on some 
pupils. Again some pupils near the stove may be un- 
comfortable and others farther back comfortable. The 
conditions at the Buffalo school with 21 pupils in a 
small room large enough for about half the number are 
even worse. 

Experience shows that in general children do bet- 
ter in graded schools where there are teachers trained 
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especially for upper and lower grades and more com- 
petition among the pupils. During the last 10 years 
nearly 300 one-room schools have been closed in the 
state. I am firmly convinced that with the possible ex- 
ception of the Foster school, the district will eventu- 
ally find it expedient to consolidate its schools and 
thereby give better school opportunity at a lower oper- 
ating cost. 

The budget has been made out with unusual at- 
tention to economy on every item and the total expendi- 
tures, exclusive of special appropriation, are expected 
to be less than last year, nevertheless the amount asked 
for is somewhat more because the district this year has 
been using up a surplus accumulated over several years 
from unexpended high school tuitions.
